One  of  the 
largest,  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful.  Flower  clear  prim¬ 
rose  yellow,  with  every  petal  heavily  tipped  pure  white.  Form, 
stem  and  habit  are  all  of  the  best. 

SHIRLEY  EILEEN  SHATTUCK,  Murphy  Tuber,  $3.00 

Differences  of  opinion  as  to  classification  of  Dahlias  are  frequent.

The  size  of  this  Belgian  dahlia  is  really  amazing  when  well  grown. 
Very  deep  blood  red,  petals  of  a  velvety  texture,  the  flowers  are 
held  erect  on  very  good  stems. 
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ANDREAS  HOFER  ( Cactus ),  Germany  Tubers,  $1.00 

A  very  lovely  dahlia  of  medium  size,  opening  delicate  cream 
which  shades  to  a  lovely  clear  pink  as  the  flower  develops,  with 
center  remaining  creamy  yellow.  Especially  effective  for  basket 
decorations. 

BARBARA  REDFERN  {Decorative) ,  Redfern  Tubers,  $2.50 

Mr.  Redfern’s  initial  introduction  is  of  such  high  quality  that 
we  have  reason  to  hope  for  many  more  good  novelties  from 
the  same  source.

Marean  at  its  best.  In  color  we  consider  it  a  great  improvement 
on  Jersey’s  Beacon.  Light  red,  with  creamy  reverse,  but  brighter, 
clearer  and  more  striking.  We  feel  this  will  soon  be  generally 
recognized  as  one  of  the  very  best  of  all  cut  flowers,  as  well  as  a 
prize  winner,  in  any  company.

The 
lovely  flowers  are  held  proudly  erect  on  stiff  but  yet  graceful 
stems.  This  is  generally  expected  to  become  extremely  popular  as 
a  high  class  cut  flower. 

JACK  HOBBS  {Hybrid  Cactus ),  Stredwick  Tubers,  $2.00 

Although  this  variety  is  classed  as  a  Decorative  by  the  originator, 
we  find  it  much  nearer  to  cactus  than  decorative  and  therefore 
class  it  as  a  hybrid.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  whites  we  have  seen ;

It  might  be  described  as  resembling  the  old  favorite 
Mariposa,  but  larger,  deeper  color,  more  robust  and  vigorous. 

OLIVE  REED  {Decorative) ,  Seal  Tubers,  $5.00 

A  truly  massive  Dahlia,  of  a  clear  pure  shade  of  yellow,  so  fully 
double  that  the  petals  are  crowded  backward  to  meet  at  the  stem, 
forming  a  golden  ball,  carried  stiffly  erect  on  strong  rigid  stems. 

POMPADOUR  {Decorative) ,  Boston  Tubers,  $4.00 

A  well  formed  flower  of  good  size,  carried  well  on  good  wiry 
stems.
